A'POINTED JUDGE BY LINCOLN.

Tneidenta followed rapldly for the man
of 40 In those doys, for scarcely had e .
washed the Arkansas mud from his eav-
alry boots amd romoved the dust of hard
Campalgning from his faded cont of blue
when  Mresident  Lincoln  appointed  him
United States disteict Judge for the distriot
of Arkansns, his appointment dating from
June 4, 1864, but n matter of days after
the capture of Little Rock, 1t was a rapid
trangition from cavalry saddle to the er-
mine, but the man was ready, and Presidont

Lincoln moved rapldly In those days of
starm and  stress,” gy Carlyle puts It
Judge Caldwell Immedintely  resigued  his

commizssion In the army and at onee took
up the judicinl carcs, which he continued for
upwards of twonty-six years, when President
Harrlson appointed him to the judgeship
of the REighth United States elreuit, the
position he now holds, and which he has
Aignifed by many important decisions,

There Is a llttle bit of history conneeted
with Judge Caldwell's appointment by Presi-
dentl Lineoln that shows how near he came
to belng plain Henry Clay Caldwell, without
the honorable to his nome.

Several over zealons friends of Judge
Caldwell, in recommending him  for the
place on the distrlet benel, wrote his name

O, Henry Caldwell," which came mighty
near losing the place to the captor of
Little Rock. Lincoln's known aversion 1o
anything that savored of Jfopplehness or

dandylsm, like parting the hair In the mid-
Ale, was as strongly shown in his digposl-
tlon to statesmen who parted thele names
in the middle, and the president began cast-
ing about for some other available man
when 1t was brought to his attentlon that
Caldwell was as pronounced a hater of any-
thing forelgn as the ehlef executive, and
his appointment followed,

When he was appointed to the elreuit
bench by Presldent Harrigson [t was only
after the most persuasive eloquence on the
part of ex-Senater Wilson of Iowa that
Judge Caldwell was induced to aceept the
place, the appolntment belng made without
even consulting the Judge, Twilce before
had his namo been suggsted for the clreult
bench, but on both occasions Judge Cald-
well peremptorily  gefused  to Reeept  the
cares incidental to so large n olfouit 4s the
Eighth, which Includes ton states and four
tereltories, and which does four times the
I.qul‘nt-s:c of the Sixth, Seventh or Ninth.

When President Harrlson decided to pro-
mote one of the district fudges to the cir-
cult bench he sent for the lute Justioe Miller
and asked him who, among the judges of
his elreult would grace the higher court,
and the Wrilllant furlst at once replied:
"My old friend, Caldwell,*

“But I understand he will not under any
conslideration accept the replied the
president,

While this conversatlon was going  on
Benator Wilson came in, and, lenrning the
arift of the talk, voluntecred to secure Judge
Cdalwell's consent o aecept the offee |f
the president would appoint him, and the
appointment and acceptance followed,

Judge Caldwell wis intent upon slgning the
orders made In the Union Pacific wage case

Laughing in n quict way, the judge sald
he had miade severnl speeches which might
put him In that category, recalling one
speech in particular made before the Arkan-
sns State Bar association in 1886, upon *"The
Relation of the Debtor and Creditor,” which
had the effect of revising the laws of Ar-
kansas relative to these two classes, Among
other things then he sald:

“The law of lmprigonment for debt pro-
ceeded on the Iden that all ereditors wers
honest and all debtors dishonest, an gssump-
tlon the converse of which would probably
be nearer the truth.

“Diligence in good works Is a virtue to be
encouraged, but diligence In bad works Is a
davice to be suppressed,

“Legal coercion of an honest dehtor dors
not inerease hils stock of honesty or add to
hig moral sense of obligation to pay, but
diminislies both,

“No man was ever made honest by statute,
but many honest men have had a great
strain put wpon their honesty by bad laws.

“It Is the honest man who expects to pay his
debits and conceals nothing, who I8 success-
fully attacked and ruined by mortgnges, at-
tachments and executions,

“Lot us gtop punishing honest men and
their families in the vain hope that we may
some time cateh a rogue. The true policy
Is to let the family of every man pPGIRSess,

in peace and security, ample exemptions,
and  punish  criminally the man who, by
fraoudulent means, or fraudulent purposes,

obtaing the money or property of another.

A lawsult may be likencd to a labyrinth

into which the partics enter full of hope
and confidenve, but from which they are
likely to emcrge weary and broken in splrit
and estate. The Spartans’ prayer to their
gods concluded with  this  supplication:

Justice,” If you will go to law, then 1 ad-
vise you to conclude your prayers as the
Spartans did theirs, for your Christlan for-
titude Is likely to be sorely tried before the
atrugele Is over,

“A perfect Judge would exhibit none of the
passions which are the necessary adjuncts
of human nature, but until man's nature is
changed and he 18 endowed with something
of the wisdom and virtue of his Divine
Malier, the perfect judge will be unknown.

“Where the law Is =upreme and jostice
Independent the good are protected and the
bad punished, and as the court house s the
gymbol of the law and the abode of ita ofll-
cers, It ought to Impart a feellng of se-
curity amd protection to the Innocent, and
terrify and appall the guilty. In some states
and localities It does not have thls effect to
the extent that it ought to,

“When o court once engages In this halr-
splitting and refining method of reasoning,
there 18 pno limit to  the process ol at-
tepuation, and [t ends In vitiating all that it
touches; the English language I8 not equal
to the task of constructing an Indiclment
or record that can survive such an ordeal,

“The notion that Juries are answerable
for the miscuarrluge of Justice In eriminal
cases 15 not well founded, They are an in-
dispensable, and the best part of the judicial
machinery In criminal cases. They possess
common Senge, which s the most valuable
talent the Judge and jury ean possess.'

It is poarticularly interesting at this time
to note that Justicea Fileld and Judge Cald-
well are the only two judges on the bench
appointed to offive by Abraham Lincoln.

‘no expenge,” ete,  One thonsand men at the
age of 30 years will live on an aversge of
3443 years, All standard companies collect
an  annual  premium  bdased on  this  ex-
pectancy, which preminm' is sufficient to pay
expenses, to contribute to current death
claims, and to create a reserve, which, with
Interest accumulations, will amount to the
face of the policles of those wha live to the
end of thelr expectanvy, A lLalf century's
experience In Amerlca hasz proven that the

premiums of old line companies are
not too  great. The advocates of as-
sessmoentism Bay they cin furnish
permanent Insurance for half the
cost required by old line companies. Their
attempts to prove this assertlon have thus

far proved dismal fallures, because they are
trying to perform a mathematieal fmpos:i-
bility, During the past fifteen vears over
1,500 assessment assoclations have met their
death In attempting to perform this difii-
cult undertaking, leaving 4,000,000 certificate
holders without protection and to mourn Lhe
loss of their contributions, The exporience
of the past is a reliable guide for the future,

“Assessment associations reason in  this
wiiy, that the fnereass in membership will
keep the death rate level, that the fraternal
fecling of the members miuke fallure impos-
sible, but such has not heen the experience
of the past,” concluded Mr. Hartigan. “The
mathematical impéssibilities are these: For
Hustration [ will consider the average uge
of the members of nssessinent assoelations
to be 30 years, the average expectancy will
be thirty years. During that thme the adyvo-
cate of assessment says the cost will aver-
age $14 per $1.000.  On that basis eaoch non-
ber during the remainder of his life will pay
Into the assoclation 3340, while each one is
to die and recelve $1,000. There 18 no guin
by Interest accumulating or lapse. The
“new blood ided™ s another delusion. At
the age of 35 yearz 920 (die out of 1,000, from
2,000 twice that number, from 3,000 (hree
times, 4,000 four times, and o on iodefl-
nitely. The law of mortality knows no
chauge. Only 20 per ecent of the memnbers
of assessment associntlons die the first
twenty years, and the association s an ex-
ception which lasts twenty years. The mem-
bers who dad got ‘cheap insurance,’ the
surviving.
